Ohio State Fair Opens 12-Day Run Under Fair Skies 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 1974 
Ohio State Fair, second largest 
agriculture and entertainment ex­ 
position in the world, began its 12-day 
run today under partly sunny skies 
with ideal weather in the offing. 
With the weatherman predicting 
temperatures in the 80s, Gov. John J. 
Gilligan cut the ribbon at daybreak to 
allow the first of an expected more 
than two million persons to start 
passing through the turnstiles. 
“We know that in every respect this 


will be the greatest in all respects of 
the Ohio State fairs during its very, 
very long history,” Gilligan told a 
crowd gathered at the main gate as the 
sun rose over the midway. 
Then, in an unusual occurrence, 
Democrat Gilligan met at the fair 
entrance with former Republican ( t o v . 
James A. Rhodes who brought his 
grandchildren and relatives to the 
opening of the fair. Gilligan and 
Rhodes oppose each other in the 
November general election. 


Fair officials are hoping this year's 
extravaganza, billed “ Family-A- 
Fair,” will top last year’s record at­ 
tendance of 2,223,589. Last year the 
Ohio fair attendance was second only 
to the Texas State Fair, which had a 
longer run. 
Featured at the free grandstand 
today, kicking off a lineup of top en­ 
tertainment stars over the 12 days, 
was Tony Orlando and Dawn, a 
musical trio that has sold 25 million 
records in three years. 


Other entertainers scheduled for 
grandstand appearances include Liza 
Minnelli, who will get $50,000 for a two- 
show, one-day stand; Red Skelton, 
Johnny Cash, the Seals & Crofts, the 
Beach Boys and stars of the Hee Haw 
television show . 
Officials said the fair offers the 
world’s largest livestock exhibition 
with more than 22,000 animals, the 
world’s largest horse show with more 
than 2,400 head and the world’s largest 
amateur boxing tournament. 


There also is automobile and har­ 
ness racing, a wide variety of midway 
rides, a balloon race, parades, high 
school bands, square dancing, baton 
twirling, basketball tossing and 
cupcake eating, among other things. 
Ihe Skyride, four-fifths of a mile 
roundtrip, allows visitors to see the 
fairgrounds from the air while saving 
some shoe leather in getting from the 
north fairgrounds to the south 
fairgrounds. 
Admission to the fair this year is $2 


for adults and 50 cents for children 
under 12. That’s an increase from SI .50 
and 25 cents last year. 
But a spot check indicates that hot 
dogs still will be selling for 35 cents and 
sausage sandwiches for 45 cents. Most 
small rides still are 50 cents, with the 
larger rides ranging from 70 to 90 
cents. 
A new attraction on the midway this 
year is the Super I/>op, on which cars 
run inside a huge loop, giving the rider 
a hair-raising upside-down trip.

Ford Moves Solidly; Eyes 7976 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford 
opened 
his 
door 
to 
congresswomen, more mayors and 
governors and another union leader 
today in his measured march to 
solidify the political foundation for a 
1976 bid for a full four-year term. 


He arranged to discuss foreign af­ 
fairs with two liberal senators and 
pose for campaign photographs with 
House Republican candidates. 


The schedule also includes a political 
meeting with GOP national chairman 
George Bush and the chairmen of the 


party’s two congressional campaign 
committees and a private dinner with 
his vice presidential nominee Nelson 
Rockefeller and key congressmen. 
After a meeting with Sens. Frank 
Church, D-ldaho, and Charles McC. 
Mathias Jr., R-Md., Ford scheduled a 
ceremony to sign a proclamation on 
women’s equality with a number of 
congresswomen present.

Seafarers Union president Paul Hall, 
he was signing an $11.9-billion Housing 
and Community Development Act with 
an audience of more than 30 mayors 
Rockefeller Slates 
Help To Candidates 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fresh from 
his first campaign trip as a vice 
presidential nominee, Nelson A. 
Rockefeller says he expects to spend a 
lot of time helping Republican can­ 
didates this fall. 
Besides keeping four or five political 
speaking dates each month, dates 
made before he was nominated 
Tuesday 
for 
vice 
president, 
Rockefeller says President Ford 
“would like me to take some of his 
previous engagements.” 
But the former New York governor 
emphasized in talking to reporters 
when he flew here Wednesay night 
after speaking to a Republican dinner 
in Newport, R.I., that “it really de­ 
pends on the President” and that no 
firm policy has been decided. 
Earlier Wednesday, in Providence, 
R.I., Rockefeller sought to assure 
congressional Dem ocrats that his 
campaigning won’t be directed solely 
against them. 
“ITI campaign for people, but not 
against anybody. I’ve never been a 
campaigner who slashed out at the 
other side,” he said. 
A top Rockefeller aide, meanwhile, 
said the nominee had also discussed 
with Ford the possibility of taking a 
major role in the administration’s 
battle against 
inflation and 
of 
becoming head of the White House 
Domestic Council. But Hugh Morrow, 
the aide, said nothing final had been 
decided. 
Rockefeller’s fast-paced schedule 
here today includes 19 courtesy calls 
on Senate and House members, in­ 
cluding his one-time rival. Sen. Barry 
M. Coldwater, R-Ariz. 
Coldwater said on Tuesday that 
some COP conservatives were upset 
when Ford chose Rockefeller. Asked 
about this on Wednesday, Rockefeller 
said now was the time for national and 
party unity. 
“ We’ve got too many serious 
problems to deal with petty squabbles 
and ideological squabbles,” he said. 
Rockefeller also planned to have 
lunch with Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and dinner with Ford before 


returning to his Seal Harbor, Maine, 
retreat. Aides said Rockefeller hopes 
to have IO days of relaxation after a 
press conference Friday morning. 


In chatting with reporters aboard 
the Air Force Convair prop plane 
made available to him by the White 
House, Rockefeller said one reason he 
agreed to accept the vice presidential 
nomination, a post he previously had 
spurned, is that “this has just got to be 
a fantastic moment in American his­ 
tory. 


“It’s like tacking a boat, we’re on a 
totally new tack,” he said of the 
transition from the Nixon to the Ford 
administration. “I think it’s very ex­ 
citing.” 


Rockefeller said he hopes his con­ 
firmation hearings will begin in about 
three weeks and that a long-time aide, 
Robert Douglass, will be his represent­ 
ative in making arrangements with the 
Senate Rules and House Judiciary 
com m ittees. He promised to do 
whatever the two panels demand, 
including supplying financial data, 
because “they’re taking the respon­ 
sibility for the voters.” 


He said he know s what his net worth 
is “in general term s” but added; 
“They’ll be somewhat disappointed in 
the amount.” 


Rockefeller said of his family’s 
reaction to his nomination: “Happy 
(Mrs. Rockefeller) was great, but I 
don’t think the children were too en­ 
thusiastic. I’ve been around a lot more 
(since resigning the New York gover­ 
norship last December).”

Republican ticket under any cir­ 
cumstances. But terHorst said “now 
his position has changed. Therefore, 
his view has changed.” 
Irater in the day, Ford laughingly 
deflected questions on the subject from 
newsmen who approached him outside 
the Oval Office as he was returning 
from a visit to the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare and 
Capitol Hill. 
“I want you to worry about that,” he 
said when prodded to declare his 1976 
intentions. But his reticence seemed 
motivated more by jest than anything 
else. 
In a move perhaps unprecedented, 
Ford went to HEW to sign a $25 billion 
measure extending federal education 
programs and imposing new curbs on 
forced busing of school children. 
Unofficial records showed that no 
previous president had gone to a 
government agency to sign a major 
piece of legislation. 
Before stepping 
into 
the 
de­ 
partment’s auditorium for the signing 
ceremony, Ford strolled down a long, 
drab corridor of the headquarters 
building, shaking hands with federal 
employes who stood in office door­ 
ways. 
From there, he headed to Capitol 
Hill where in unusual, informal ap­ 
pearances on the floor of the House and 
Senate he burnished his already glow­ 
ing relations with Congress. 
” ... We can march toward the center 
in achieving some good results for our 
country as a whole,” Ford told the 
Senate in praising action to re-estab­ 
lish the Cost of Living Council, limit 
appropriation bills, and implement 
housing, pension 
and education 
programs. 
He said it doesn't matter that 
Congress and the executive branch fail 
to see eye-to-eye on some issues. “ It 
only matters that we end up on the best 
side for America,” he said. 
In the House, where he served 25 
years as a Michigan congressman, and 
in the Senate, Ford received standing 
ovations, hundreds of handshakes and 
scores of friendly slaps upon the back. 
The HEW-Capitol Hill outing was 
sandwiched between two other moves 
to further bolster his congressional 
program. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Portugal 
has received an Arab offer of $400 
million to refuse renewal of U.S. 
airbase rights in the Azores, according 
to U.S. intelligence sources. 
Arab representatives also were said 
to have offered to lift the oil embargo 
against Portugal. 
The Arab aim, as U.S. intelligence 
men view it, is to deny the United • 
States use of the key I^ajes Airbase in 
the Azores for any future arms airlifts 
to Israel. 
The treaty covering U.S. use of the 
Azores base ran out in February. 
Negotiations are under way on 
renewing those base rights for another 
five years. 
Most U.S. allies and friends, ap­ 
parently concerned about displeasing 
the Arabs, refused permission for the 
United States to use bases on their soil 
last fall when the U.S. Air Force flew 
emergency war supplies to Israel, then 
battling with Egypt and Syria. 
Portugal was the exception. 
With tacit Portugese consent, U.S. 
transport planes were able to land and 
refuel at I^ajes, permitting them to 
haul big loads 6,000 miles from the 
United States to Israel. 
The U.S. Air Force also was able to 
fly F4 Phantom jet fighters to Israel by 
refueling them in the air from tanker 
Lottery 
Numbers 
Are Drawn 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The big 
drum turned, the white balls fell into 
cups, a cup was opened and the 
number—178— was read. And right 
there, among several thousand per­ 
sons, was the first Ohio lottery winner. 
Identification was 
unavailable 
immediately. 
With James Skelly, public relations 
director for the Ohio littery Com­ 
mission, turning the crank and Bob 
Wells of WJW-TV Cleveland, better 
known as Hoolihan, doing the picking, 
the second set of winning numbers was 
drawn. 
There was no instant winner this 
time as the pair of threedigit num­ 
bers—264 002—was revealed. 
But there were scattered groans and 
boos of disappointment, showing there 
definitely were losers. 
Among the dignitaries on hand for 
the historic first drawing in a shopping 
center in suburban Parma was Sen. 
Ronald M. Mottl, who guided the lot­ 
tery 
authorization 
through 
the 
legislature. 
The numbers were selected from 
among 1,000 numbered balls in a drum 
in the lottery’s 30-foot-long, roval-blue 
tractor trailer. Nearby, an envelope 
containing the number of the post 
position of a winning horse in an Ohio 
race w as matched w ith a cup to obtain 
the ball from which the first winning 
number came. The process was 
repeated for the other numbers. 
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planes based in the Azores, which is 
about 1,100 miles west of Gibraltar.

These officials said many Por­ 
tuguese still resent past Arab ac­ 
tivities in support of anti-Portuguese 
guerrilla movements in Portugal’s 
African colonies, even though the new 
government in Lisbon is moving 
toward freeing those colonies.

Greyhound Lines were awarded the 
Southern Ohio routes after the 
Columbus-based Lake Shore System 
announced cessation of service.

Inflation, Working Wives 


Cut Corporate Transfers 


CHICAGO (AP) — Inflation and 
wives who are taking careers more 
seriously are beginning to thwart some 
corporate plans for employe transfers, 
a moving industry survey shows. 
Corporations aren’t as generous as 
they once were in paving for emDlove 
transfers and employes are respond­ 
ing with reluctance to move, ac­ 
cording to the survey of 286 companies. 
It also shows an increasing tendency 
for employes to balk at relocation 
because of their spouse’s careers. 
Transfers could slow more, said J. J. 
Thorne, vice president of marketing 
for Atlas Van Lines, who conducted the 
survey. 
Thorne said that throughout the 
moving industry he hears rumors of 
declining business. 
Van line rates have risen 15 per cent 
in the last year, boosting average per- 
move cost 
for 
Atlas corporate 
customers from $1,318 to $1,494. 
Cost-conscious firm s have re­ 
sponded by slicing “moving extras” 
such as reimbursement, for motels, 
house hunting and transportation. Cuts 
averaged 22.4 per cent, from $1,932 in 
1972 to $1,500, Thorne said in an in­ 
terview on Wednesday. 
He said 37 per cent of the companies 
polled had one or more employes 
refuse transfer in 1973. 
One reason is that wives are taking 
their careers more seriously, Thorne 
found. 
Thorne said he has conducted the 
survey for the past seven years but 
hadn’t seen the need to ask about the 
reluctance of wives to move until a 
year ago. He said this year he found 
that 67 per cent cf the companies 
responding had problems talking 
wives into moving because of their own 
jobs. 


"Let’s face it, a move—any move— 
is going to be tough for a family ... and 
wives who want to hold onto their jobs 
just increase the problem,” Thorne 
said. 
“ Ifs more than a little scary. Our 
business generally follows the general 
economy by a year. There was a 
recession in 1964 and we felt it bad in 
1965. Now, we’re really worried over 
1975.” 
He said gross revenues for the 
moving industry are up 28 per cent 
over last year, but mostly because of 
industrywide rate increases. He said 
the actual number of shipments in July 
dipped 6 per cent from July 1973.

“I do not think this sad incident, 
which I have condemned publicly, will 
affect the relations between the United 
States and the Republic of Cyprus,”

that the Cyprus government bore no 
responsibility for Davies’ death. 
Greek Cypriot police hunting for 
Davies’ killers held an unidentified 
person in custody in connection with 
the riot that led to the shooting. 


WASHINGTON <AP) - A deft use of 
persuasion, or jawboning, stands so 
far as President Ford’s ultimate 
weapon in keeping the lid on in­ 
flationary wage and price hikes. 
And in its first use of the technique, 
the Ford WTute House has revealed its 
brand of jawboning is low-key and de­ 
void of threats. 
"I used to think jawboning meant 
just using threats or inducements to 
make people do what you think they 
should do." said Kenneth Rush, the 
White House counselor who was in­ 
strumental in getting General Motors 
to trim by $64 the average increase of 
about $500 per car it had proposed for 
1975 models. 
“But we’re not trying to step in and 
tell people they can do this and not this. 
What we are trying to do is let them 
know that if they take actions which we 
consider unjustified, we will let the 
world know,” Rush said. 
Both White House and General 
Motors officials agree that in the latest 
case, the administration engaged in no 
threats and there was no bargaining. 
The jawboning opened Aug. 8, the 
day before GM announced its price 
hike. GM officials Oscar A. Lundin and 
Henry’ W. Welch flew from Detroit to 
Washington to meet with Rush and 
Herbert Stem, outgoing chairman of 


the President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers.The GM officials presented 
data they felt supported their position. 
“ I didn’t bargain or try to exact 
promises or anything like that. We 
tried to let them see all the points of 
view," Rush said. 
“We were very disappointed rn this 
price increase. We thought it was too 
much." 
GM announced its price increase 
from Detroit the next day, Friday Aug. 
9. That was the day that President 
Richard M. 
Nixon’s resignation 
became effective. 
President Ford moved into office, 
declared inflation to be his No. I 
problem and broke silence on GM the 
next Monday. 
“I was very disappointed, and I hop>e 
the General Motors action will not be 
viewed as a signal by other auto 
companies or other industries,” said 
F'ord in a statement read by the White

That was the only communication

But, as GM Chairman Richard C. 
Gerstenberg explained in a statement, 
the fact that the nation had a new 
President and that Ford had tapped 
inflation as the No. I problem made an 
impression on GM brass. 
Scores O f Inm ates Freed 
By Ruling In Connecticut 


HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) - “They 
were going to be released sometime 
anyway,” Connecticut’s top law en­ 
forcement officer said as the first of 
scores of inmates whose sentences 
were cut short walked to freedom. 
The inmates, serving state Circuit 
Court terms of more than one year, 
were freed because the state Supreme 
Court ruled last month that 12 months 
was the longest sentence the lower 
court could impose. 
The high court ruled that a longer 
sentence encroached on the authority 
of the Superior Court and violated the 
state Constitution. 
In spacial proceedings on Wed­ 
nesday, Hartford Superior Court 
Judge Walter J. Sidor declared the 
sentences of the affected inmates 
illegal. Circuit Court Judge Nicholas 
FT Armentano then resentenced each 
inmate to one year from the time each 
began serving his original sentence. 
James W. Greene, a lawyer for the 
federally funded I/egal Assistance to 
Prisoners, presented petitions for 
reductions in sentences from 198 af­ 
fected prisoners. He said 19 of these 
had served IO months, long enough to 
make them eligible for immediate 
release. The rest will be eligible as 
soon as they serve an equivalent 
period. 
Greene said he was checking to see 
whether there were other prisoners 
who had been given sentences of illegal 
length under the Supreme Court 
ruling. 
Connecticut prison officials reported 
that 21 inmates had left correctional 
centers around the state on Wednesday 
and that the processing of inmates 
eligible for immediate release would 
continue today. 
State 
Police 
Commissioner 
Cleveland B. Fuessenich said that he 
would be reluctant to comment about 
the release without knowing who the 
freed inmates were and what they 
were charged with. 
But Chief State’s Atty. Joseph T. 
Gormley Jr. said, "It is purely a 
technicality. The people are receiving 
a benefit they are really not entitled to. 
“There is no point in being upset 


about these technical decisions. There 
is nothing we can do about them. 
“I don’t regard it as any grave 
problem to the people of the state. In 
most cases these people would have 
been out within six months anyway.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Cities 
may one day plant groves of trees — 
not to beautify America but to cleanse 
its air. 
Bruce Roberts, a plant physiologist, 
made that tentative prediction after 
three years of a one-man study of how 
much and which trees and woody 
plants filter the most pollutants from 
the air. 
“ I can’t say at this point that we can 
appreciably clean up the air around 
large power plants, but we think that in 
an urban situation, where pollution 
levels are just above desirable, plants 
will be able to reduce that to a 
desirable level,” Roberts said. 
Roberts’ research until now shows 
that White Birch and Red Maple trees 
do the best air cleansing job. In five to 
IO years, he said, he hopes to be able to 
recommend to city planners how to 
landscape their parks and line city 
streets to reduce air pollution levels. 
His research m ainly concerns 
polluting sulfur dioxide, which is given 
off by burning coal. Nearly all Ohio’s 
electrical power is produced by burn­ 
ing coal. 
Plant leaves absorb the S02. then 


alter it chemically to form sulfates and 
some sulfuric acid. 
The sulfates are used as nutrients by 
the plant and are excreted through 
roots to be used as food for neighboring 
plants, Roberts said. 
Sulfuric acid, however, may be the 
cause of pollution dam age to plants, he 
said. Too much sulfuric acid can 
impair a plant’s ability to absorb 
pollutants, he added. 
Although White Birch appears so far 
to absorb the most S02, it also is 
damaged more easily by the pollutant. 
Roberts said. 
For this reason, he said he would 
recommend the hardier Red Maple as 
a com prom ise pollution fighter, 
Roberts said. 
“ Our ultimate objective is to find a 
plant that absorbs pollution and is not 
injured by it,” Roberts said. 
One offshoot of his study may be to 
find ways to protect plants from air 
pollution, he said. 
Other research has indicated that 
alfalfa also absorbs S02 and that beans 
absorb sulfur dioxide as well as ozone, 
Roberts said. 
“ The principle of gas absorption by 


plants is a very old one,” he said. 
“ Man has known for hundreds of years 
that plants take in C02 
(carbon 
dioxide I and excrete oxygen.” 
“ What we want to do now is develop 
the most pollution and be the least 
damaged by it,” he said. 
Roberts said his research, funded by 
the Ohio Department of Agriculture, 
has covered only four shade trees and 
four woody ornamentals. In the years 
to come, he said he hopes to encourage 
more scientists to study plants and 
their relationships to poisonous gases.

What can we do to alleviate a tic of 
the eyes and face our 8-year-old boy 
has acquired?

Dear Mrs. C.: 
Muscular tics that involve the eyes 
or the muscles of the face are common. 
Hawking noises and clearing of the 
throat are modifications that can be 
considered tics. 
It is rare to find a physical cause for 
the twitching, so distressing to ob­ 
servers. Nevertheless, the possibility 
should be investigated before the tics 
are considered entirely of emotional 
origin. 
For example, 
allergies m ay be 
responsible for movements of the nose 
or rapid closing of the eyes, as a means 
of avoiding the irritation of a foreign 
su b stan ce. 
Som e 
neurological 
disturbances are associated with a 
variety of tics. 
If, after all physical examinations 
fail to produce a basic reason for the 
tic, then credence should be given for 
the p ossibility of an underlying 
emotional factor. 
Too 
m uch 
parental 
pressure, 
fatigue, excessive demands at school 
are but a few of the reasons why habit 
tics occur. 
Sometimes, 
simple 
psychological 
.studies can readily reveal a basis for a 
ch ild ’s anxiety and, with sim ple 
guidance, the habit tic will stop. 
It is obvious that the one thing that 
must be avoided is to embarrass or 
shame the child suffering with tics. 
Under such pressure, tics may seem to 
disappear, but the underlying problem 
persists and emotional conflicts may 
come out in other ways — in ways that 


are less recognizable. 
More can be accomplished by not 
calling attention to the tics, but by 
giving the child reason to feel more 
relaxed and secure. Try it.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — No 
course she ever took for her master’s 
degree in teaching music ever 
prepared Jeanne Ezelle Simons of 
North College Hill to conduct a chorus 
of blind singers. 


Mrs. Simons will begin her 10th year 
this fall with the “Govemotes” — a 
well-known Cincinnati entertainment 
unit. All of the “Notes,” as Mrs. Si­ 
mons called them, are blind women 
ranging in age from late teens to over 
60. 


The Govemotes of the Govemook 
Home for the Blind at North College 
Hill began in the summer of 1965, as a 
“sing-along” activity within Gover- 
nook’s recreational program. 
Mrs. Simons said the group bran­ 
ched out to three and four part 
arrangements of songs. No one taught 
her how to deal with the blind in an 
activity as visual as singing together. 
“We just had to work it out as we 
went along,” she said. 
The Govemotes’ rehearsal room is 
unique—Mrs. Simons sits at an upright 
piano with her back to the dozen or so 
singers. A large slanted mirror on top 
of the piano helps her to follow the 
dozen or so members of the group. 
Other special additions to the room 
are card tables in front of each singer 
w ith the words to each song in Braille 
and a cassette recorder, “a godsend,” 
the director said. 
Mrs. Simons said she sings each part 
through and the girls record their own 
parts on the cassettes. Then they 
practice at home. 
Facial expression was one of the 
tougher stumbling blocks.

N ix o n P o n d e rs H is F in a n c ia l O p tio n s 
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SAN CLEM EN TE, Calif. (AP) - 
Richard M. Nixon may sell his Florida 
houses and could renegotiate the 
mortgage on his San Clemente estate 
to ease personal budget problems 
confronting him as a private citizen. 
And big money may lie ahead if he 
contracts to write a book. 
Those financial options for the 
former President were outlined by 
Nixon associates, although there is no 
firm word on what he will do. One 
adviser said he expected no quick deci­ 
sion on future financial arrangements. 
Nixon's resignation made more 
immediate the money problem that 
began four months ago with Internal 
Revenue Service findings that he owed 
nearly $500,000 in back income taxes, 
penalties and interest. 
While 
the 
documents 
of 
his 
presidency are potentially worth 
millions, Nixon’s problem is ready 
cash. “ I’ve got to find a way to pay my 
taxes," Nixon said in his White House 
farewell Aug. 9. 
His income dropped sharply, from 
presidential salary to pension, with his 
resignation in the face of virtually 
certain impeachment over Watergate. 
Since retreating to his oceanfront 
residence here, Nixon and his aides 
have said nothing publicly about 
finances. 
Soon there will be new expenses. 
Now without public funds to pay his 
legal fees, Nixon presumably will need 
private attorneys to advise him on a 
pending Watergate trial subpoena and 
perhaps other Watergate matters. 
Nixon’s present financial situation is 
this: 
—His cash savings were virtually 


wiped out by a payment of $284,706 for 
back taxes and penalties from 1970-72, 
plus interest. 
—He has promised to pay an ad­ 
ditional $148,081 for 1969 back taxes, 
although the statute of limitations for 
civil collection of that sum has ex­ 
pired. 


—He was to pay $243,000 in principal 
and interest July 15 as the final 
payment on 
his 
San 
Clemente 
property. But he received a six-month 
extension on that debt in return for 
agreeing to pay higher interest. 


—His principal assets at this point 
are his equity in the San Clemente 
property and two houses at Key 
Biscayne, Fla. He owns no corporate 
stocks or bonds. 
—His income, instead of $250,000 as 
president, 
is 
now 
$62,950 
in 
presidential pension, plus about $18,000 
for other past government service 
ranging from World War II military 
duty to vice president. For his first six 
months out of office, he’s also entitled 
to $450,000 rn transition office ex­ 
penses, then will get $96,000 a year for 
aides’ salaries, plus other benefits 
such as office space. 
The simplest quick step Nixon could 
take to raise significant money 
probably would be the sale of his two 
houses in Key Biscayne, Fla., which 
could net him $150,000 or more. 
Within six months, he’ll also have to 
revamp his mortgage arrangements 
for the San Clemente property. He 
could simply extend payments on the 
amount now due or he could raise 
immediate cash by negotiating a new 
and larger mortgage.

Employers would have options: Full 
vesting after IO years, 25 per cent 
vesting after IO ycar^ increasing to IOO 
per cent after 15, or 50 per cent when 
age and years of service total 45 with 
the remaining half vesting in the next 
five years. 
The bill also sets down rules as to 
employer contributions, intended to 
see that pension funds are adquate to 
meet their obligations. It sets up an 
insurance system, somewhat similar 
to the government insurance on bank 
deposits, to protect against total loss of 
pensions if companies or funds go 
broke. 
Other provisions permit, on a 
voluntary basis, transfer of pension 
rights from one employer to another 
when an employe changes jobs, or give 
him the option of using his credits in a 
personal retirement plan. 
For self-employed persons who now 
may deduct IO per cent of their ear­ 
nings from taxable income up to $2,500 
a year, if they invest the sums in a 
personal retirement plan, the limits 
would be raised to 15 per cent and 
$7,500 a year. 
Employes without 
company plans could invest up to 
$1,500 a year in personal retirement.

RICHWOOD, Ohio (AP) - When 
downtown pedestrians here com­ 
plained of hazardous bicycle riders, 
city officials enforced a “ revised 
bicycle ordinance” which they said 
has bicyclists “totally confused.” 
“ The law' will really benefit all the 
people, Police Chief William Marvis 
said. “ After residents become ac­ 
customed to it, they will see the safety 
reasoning behind it.” 
He expected however, that it will 
take time to educate bike riders, 
especially youths, on the exact 
meaning of the law. 
As the new ordinance stands, 
cyclists are prohibited from riding or 
parking bicycles in a one-block area of 
the business district. The police chief 
said persons are allowed to ride the 
two wheelers in the street, but not on 
sidewalks in this one-block area. 
Many bicycle riders, however, are 
interpreting the law as one which 
forbids bicycles in the downtown area 
altogether. 
Marvis said the law went into effect 
Aug. 12, and so far there have been no 
arrest.

must decide whether his amnesty plan 
“ is going to be cosmetic or genuine.” 
The proposals under consideration 
range from “ extreme leniency ... just 
the act of coming in and asking to be 
repatriated,” to required service in 
hospitals or other institutions, similar 
to the duties required of draftees who 
gained conscientious objector status, 
Saxbe said. 
Discussing past crime-fighting ef­ 
forts, Saxbe said, “ We’ve been down 
one road after another for the past IO 
years” and none has led to a solution. 
“ I think nationally we’re beginning 
to realize there just isn’t any easy way, 
that the only way we can handle it is 
just to doggedly catch the criminal and 
put him in jail,” he declared. 
The attorney general said the 
campaign against career criminals is 
“ no big deal, it’s not another rabbit in 
the hat that we’re going to pull out. 
We’ve pulled out too many of them.” 
Though details are to be spelled out 
later, Saxbe said he envisions a Justice 
Department unit working with local 
prosecutors to identify major crimi­ 
nals. 
“ When they’re apprehended, rather 
than getting lost on a chronological 
order of cases and being delayed and 
delayed, give them a speedy trial and 
get them off the streets,” he said. 
The unit also would “ be sure to call 
the court’s attention to who they are,” 
he added.

NEW YORK (AP) — According to a 
popular saying, many of us could not 
afford to buy the house in which we 
now live, because its market value has 
risen 
so 
much 
faster 
than 
our 
paychecks. 
In January 1972 the average price of 
a standard single-family house was 
$24,700, according to the Department 
of Commerce. In March of this year 
the same category of housing had a 
price tag of $35,800. 


The more than 40 per cent increase 
in housing compares with roughly a IO 
or ll per cent increase in median 
family income during the same period, 
thus making it much more difficult for 
prospective homebuyers. 
A sim ilar situation is developing in 
regard to automobiles. 
In 1955 the average retail selling 
price of all new cars was $2,830, and 
median family income was $4,421. 


From that high m ark, the per­ 
centage of income needed to buy a car 
fell fairly steadily, reaching a low of 
32.6 per cent in 1973, when the average 
car price was $3,931 and median in­ 
come was $12,051. That meant a new 
car cost 64 per cent of a year’s income. 


Now, how ever, the sw iftly ac­ 
celerating prices of cars seems to be 
forcing a reversal of the trend, ac­ 
cording to Goldman, Sachs & Co., the 
securities house. 


It estim ates that the percentage will 
reach 33.7 for 1973, with median family 
income around $13,000 and new car 
prices averaging $4,380. In 1975 it 
foresees a percentage of 34, based on 
income of $13,900 and an average car 
price of $4,370.

The union has avoided linking the 
memorial period to the organizing 
drive in Eastern Kentucky for fear of 
giving the appearance of an illegal 
secondary boycott. 
But Miller did say in announcing the 
shutdown that it would focus attention 
on the "acts of terrorism against 
Brookside miners in Harlan County." 
The miners at Eastover^ Brookside 
operation struck in July 1973 when they 
were unable to reach a contract 
agreement with the company. 
Aronson said the rally would "serve 
notice on Duke Power Co. that the 
United Mine Workers Union is in 
Harlan County to stay.” 
"We’re not going to be shot out, 
scared out or run out," he said.

Family To Live In Solar Home 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — One 
family in Columbus will not have to 
fret over fuel bills this winter—their 
home will be heated with sunshine. 
They’re the family who will be 
chosen to live in an experimental solar 
energy home now on exhibit at the 
Ohio State Fair. 
The home, a one-story, four- 
bedroom structure containing its own 
solar energy plant, is a cooperative 
venture of Ohio State University and 
Homewood Corp., a private builting 
firm based in Columbus. 
“ The family will not move in until 
mid-November,” said William A. 
Goldman, Homewood’s vice president. 
Goldman said the family will be 
selected by the Ohio Fair Commission, 
to whom the home is to be given. 
The family will be part of a test that 
will be conducted on the home during 
the next year, said Goldman. 


He said that if the experiments are 
successful, Homewood expects to build 
commercial models that will cost 
between $30,000 and $50,000. 
The solar energy plant was designed 
by Charles F. Sepsy, a mechanical 
engineering professor at Ohio State 
University. 
Sepsy said water circulating through 
37 solar panels on the roof is heated to 
200 degrees by the sun. The water is 
then passed through a coil system 
where air is heated and blown through 
conventional ductwork into the living 
spaces. 
“ The same 200-degree water is used 
with another system to cool the house 
in the summer,” Sepsy said. “ And it 
will provide hot water for the kitchen 
and baths by means of a heat ex­ 
changer.” 
Sepsy, who teaches courses in en­ 
vironmental control and energy 


conservation, said the solar home can 
cut fuel bills 75 per cent. 
Sepsy said there are two 2,000- 
gallon underground tanks, located 
beneath the master bedroom, that can 
store water heated by the sun. 


“ In case of an extended overcast,” 
he said, “ there’s enough hot water to 
last five days.” 


Sepsy said that according to weather 
data, ifs unusual to have more than 
four consecutive days of overcast 
weather in the Midwest, but there’s a 
back-up system utilizing an electric 
heat pump just in case. 
A computer will monitor various 
aspects of the solar energy system, 
Sepsy said, including inside and out­ 
side temperatures, intensity of the sun. 
and heat distribution. 
“ We’ll hardly have to bother the 
family to collect data,” he said. 
See Need For Bigger Farm Profits 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) — Farmers 
must get 30 per cent more for their 
hogs and cattle to prevent a food 
shortage, but the increase should not 
affect the consumer, says National 
Farmers Organization President Oren 
Staley. 
The NFO president said Wednesday 
he’s making a 17-day national tour to 
rally farmers rn support of the in­ 
crease needed to meet rising produc­ 
tion costs and equalize their position in 
the economy. 
“ We can’t expect food prices to 
remain stable when everything else is 


going up,” Staley said at a press 
conference here. 
He pointed out that bail wire, for 
example, which cost the farmer $13 
last year costs him $30-$40 today. 
Staley said farmers need the 30 per 
cent increase to maintain the high 
level of production necessary to feed 
the country. 
But, he said, the increase should not 
be passed to the consumer. 
“ If the prices do go up to the con­ 
sumer, it will be the buyers and 
retailers making the ultimate profit,” 
Staley said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- State 
liquor officials say a serious problem 
has developed for the department 
since Ohio law no longer prohibits the 
owning or possession of slot machines. 
State liquor rules still forbid gam­ 
bling paraphernalia in places holding 
liquor permits, but officials aren’t sure 
of the legality of permit holders having 
the devices in the same building but in 
an area not covered by the permit.

Under the revised Ohio Criminal 
Code, slot machines and other games 
of chance still are illegal when used for 
profit, but their use for charity and 
pleasure is permitted.

House Panel OKs 
Cutoff Of Gifts 


WASHINGTON (AP)-An amend­ 
ment offered by Rep. Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio, to cut off funds for expensive 
gifts to foreign heads of state was ap­ 
proved Wednesday by the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 
Hays said he wanted to curb gifts 
such as the helicopter given to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
three cars given to Soviet Party 
leader Leonid Brezhnev by former 
President Richard Nixon. 
“ When it gets to $5 million and $6 
million, I think these gifts ought to be 
knocked out,” Hays said. “ If they want 
to give them a silver bowl 
or 
something, I don’t mind that.”

But Rose pointed out that the liquor 
department rule against gambling is a 
civil regulation and “ not a criminal 
matter.” 
And Capt. James Martin, deputy 
director for enforcement, said the 
department will continue to crack 
down on gambling on the premises of 
permit holders, with the exception of 
bingo games, 
which are being 
tolerated. 
“ We have cited numerous places for 
pinball, slot machines and the like,” 
Martin said. “ What we are trying to do 
now is put the fire out before it gets 
well along.” 


He explained that last year con­ 
sumers felt the increase in meat prices 
when farmers got more money for 
their hogs. 


“ We were getting 50 cents a pound 
for hogs then and the consumers paid 
for it,” he said. 
“ But since then our prices dropped. 
Earlier this year farmers were only 
getting 25 cents to 30 cents a pound for 
hogs, but the consumer didn’t see the 
decrease in the retail market. He was 
still paying the same high price.” 
Staley said today most farmers are 
getting about 37 cents a pound for pork, 
but the consumers are paying what 
they did when the farmer was getting 
50 cents. 
Theoretically, if the farmer gets his 
50 cents again, the retail market price 
should remain stable, Staley said. 
“ Historically, though, it shows 
retailers will raise the price to the 
consumer and blame it on the far­ 
mer,” he predicted. 
Staley said he feels the consumer is 
becoming more sympathetic with the 
farmer. 
“ They know what we’re up against, 
everything is raising, look at the price 
of automobiles,” he said. “ When it gets 
to the point that the U.S. farmer can’t 
afford to feed the country, we’re all in 
trouble.” 
Staley said his biggest problem is 
getting the farmer to realize “that you 
can’t compete as individuals in an 
economy where everything is based on 
organization.” 
Columbus was the third stop for the 
NFO president who plans to visit 35 
farming centers during the 17-day 
tour. 
“ I’m telling the farmers that they 
can’t compete in today’s economy 
unorganized, and that they must get 
organized nationwide since the retail 
industry they’re dealing with is nation­ 
wide.” 
“ I don’t know how fast the farmers 
are going to react,” Staley said. He 
added that so far he has had favorable 
reactions to his organization’s push for 
a 30 per cent increase. 
“ I have had favorable response,” he 
said, “ but results talk.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio ( A P ) - The 
Cincinnati Board of Education must 
file an answer to a segregation suit 
filed by the NAACP by Sept. IO, ac­ 
cording to U.S. District Court Judge 
David S. Porter. 


Porter denied a school motion asking 
for the NAACP to further define their 
action by citing specific allegations of 
wrongdoing by the board. 


Porter has not ruled on an NAACP 
request for an expedited hearing since 
schools open early in September. 'The 
NAACP also asked for a halt to all 
further school construction until the 
case is determined. 


The NAACP suit was filed May 29. It 
accused the new school board of 
fostering racial isolation of students by 
failing to implement a total deseg­ 
regation policy installed by the 
outgoing board in December for the 
80,000-pupil system. 
That policy called for elimination of 
all boundary lines in the neighborhood 
school system and total integration of 
all classrooms along both racial and 
economic lines. 
The new board installed its 
owti 
policy. That included integration of all 
school faculties, retention of the neigh­ 
borhood system and creation of 
alternative schools to attract students 
across racial lines.

WASHINGTON (AP)-In what was 
called a gesture to the new democratic 
regime, the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee voted Wednesday to repeal 
a never-imposed cutoff of U.S. aid to 
Greece. 
Hays, who also authored the original 
aid cutoff provision, said, “ Since we 
now have a democratic regime in 
Greece, or one that promises to be 
democratic, I think we ought to make 
this gesture to the people of Greece.” 
The provision passed by Congress 
prohibited U.S. foreign aid or military 
credit, but the aid never was cut off 
because President Nixon used a 
waiver permitted in cases of “ the 
overriding national security require­ 
ments of the United States.”

Taft said he wanted the audit after 
receiving reports of “ unauthorized use 
of funds in business ventures ... and in­ 
adequate auditing by the responsible 
state agency.” 
The allegations were published in a 
series of copyrighted articles by the 
Dayton Journal Herald earlier this 
week. 
GOP Republican state auditor 
candidate Roger W. Tracy has ad­ 
mitted giving the information to the 
newspaper. Tracy appeared at the 
Washington news conference with 
Taft. 
Ferguson called the charges that the 
auditor’s office ignored alleged 
w rongdoings in the Youngstown office 


of the bureau “ political charades.” 
He said in a news conference 
Wednesday that James Hollern, the 
bureau's chief investigator, testified in 
a deposition Tuesday that his super­ 
visor, Charles Ream and Cooper 
Sontag, former acting director of the 
Rehabilitation Services Commission, 
deliberately withheld results of an 
internal investigation of the bureau. 


Ferguson said Hollern did not 
present the report "because his 
(Hollem’s) job was on the line." 
Ferguson and Tracy are opponents 
in the general election race for state 
auditor, a post now held by Ferguson’s 
father. 


“ This report was systematically 
leaked to the press to embarrass the 
governor’s and the auditor’s office,” 
Ferguson said. 
"We had released two of our own 
audits on the Rehabilitation Services 
Commission within the last eight 
months revealing a total loss ... of 
some $28,000 and cited those who were 
responsible.’’

TUSCAIiOOSA, Ala. (AP) - “ Every 
year looks real bad for us and this one 
is no exception," says Coach Paul 
"B e a r” Bryant, whose Alabama 
football team missed the national title 
last time by two points. 
Other teams should have it so bad, 
with the Crimson Tide the favorite to 
capture an unprecedented fourth 
straight Southeastern Conference 
championship and go to its 16th 
straight post-season bowl, a record, 
and its 28th bowl trip over-all, also a 
record. 
But conference titles and bowl trips 
are almost secondary to Bryant, who 
says, "The national championship is 
our goal every year.” 
Bryant’s 231 coaching victories put 
him third on the alltime list. 
He has won three national cham­ 
pionships at Alabama but the closest 
the Tide has come to the title since its 
1965 national championship was last 
Dec. 31 in the Sugar Bowl when Notre 
Dame won a thriller 24-23 and captured 
the honor. Alabama was ranked fourth 
rn the final poll. 
Despite Bryant’s worries, he admits 
his upcoming team has several strong 
points: Quarterbacks, runners and 
defense. 
“ But our team speed is very or­ 
dinary, especially our offensive line, 
and we are going to have to improve 
our kicking game," Bryant says. 
Senior Gary Rutledge and junior 
Richard Todd, who shared duties last 
season, again will be the quarterbacks 
with backup help from Robert Fraley. 
Bryant says Todd also might do the 
punting, making the fake punt a 
threat. 
“ We’ve got running backs running 
out our ears,” he says, but "they’ve 
got to block better than they did in the 


spring to make the wishbone go." 
They include Randy Billingsley, 
Calvin Culliver, Willie Shelby, James 
Taylor, Mike Stock and Ralph Stokes, 
all veterans. 
Runner Wilbur Jackson and split end 
Wayne Wheeler, sparks of last year, 
are gone, and Bryant says, “ We don’t 
have anyone who can replace them." 
Competing for Wheeler’s job are Joe 
Dale Harris, Thad Flanagan, Wayne 
Rhodes and Russ Schamun. 
George Pugh at tight end and 
Sylvester Croom at center are solid, 
but other line positions are unsettled. 
Linebacker Woodrow Ixiwe, whom 
Bryant compares to I^eRoy Jordan, 


anchors a testing defense that also 
includes Mike Washington, Tyrone 
King and Ricky Davis in the secon­ 
dary, and Mike Dubose, Leroy Cook, 
Randy Hall and Steve Kulback on the 
line. 
Alabama opens Sept. 14 at Maryland 
and Bryant says the Terrapins "w ill be 
the most difficult team we’ll have to 
beat. I’m not saying they’ll be the best 
we play, but they’ll be the most dif­ 
ficult team because we’re an unsettled 
team.”

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P)- Some 900 
persons attended a $100-a-plate fund­ 
raiser for U.S. Senate candidate John 
Glenn Wednesday night, but a tele­ 
vision comedian dominated the 
program.

King ad-libbed and told jokes for 
more than an hour and, according to 
one Democrat, may have gotten the 
Democratic nominee into a little bit of 
hot water. 
King said he first met Glenn in 
McLean, Va., shortly after his trip into 
space and that Glenn, in a con­ 
versation then, told hun he believed in 
gun control. 
Glenn, during his current campaign, 
has backed off from gun control 


WASHINGTON t AP» - The Senate 
has trimmed military appropriations 
by nearly $5 billion, while balking at 
proposals to cut even more deeply into 
the Pentagon’s budget. 


The action came Wednesday, the 
same day in which President Ford 
briefly addressed both the Senate and 
the House. Ford renewed his call for 
cooperation and announced that 
Pennsylvania Avenue, which connects 
the WTute House with the Capitol, has 
once again “ become a two-way 
street.” 


Both the House and the Senate 
passed bills and took other legislative 
action at a brisk pace in advance of the 
recess which begins at the end of the 
week. 


In passing the defense spending bill 
and sending it to a conference with the 
House, the Senate first rejected an 
amendment placing an $81 billion 
spending ceiling on the Pentagon for 
fiscal 1975. The amendment by Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., lost 35 to 
57. 


Also defeated was an amendment by 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., to 
strip $150 million from the $700 million 
earmarked for military aid to South 
Vietnam. 


In its final form, the military ap­ 
propriation passed by the Senate totals 
slightly more than $82 billion. That 
figure is some $5 billion less than the 
amount requested by former President 
Richard M. Nixon. 


It is also $1.31 billion less than the 
sum voted by the House but $3.1 billion 
more than the amount appropriated in

Stay Hidden 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Helen 
McCarty comes from New York, but 
she tells Greeks her home is in 
Canada. 


Paul Canavos of Newton, Mass., has 
an American-registered car but he is 
not driving it these days. 


U.S. citizens in Greece are going 
“ underground,” fearful of the strong 
wave of 
anti-American 
feeling 
sweeping the country. 


Many Greeks blame Washington for 
not preventing Turkey’s invasion of 
Cyprus. Others are angry because of 
the U.S. support of the now defunct 
military junta that governed Greece. 
Shouts of “ Kissinger murderer’’ and 
“ CIA go home” are a common oc­ 
currence in the streets of Athens, 
normally bustling with foreign tourists 
at this tune of the year. Cars owned by 
Americans, both civilians and military 
personnel, have been burned. 
The U.S. Embassy usually has some 
7,000 American tourists registered at 
this tune, but the present figure is 300. 
The Americans remaining are as­ 
suming a very low profile. 
“ I asked this clerk at the bank if I 
could change my travelers checks. He 
gave me a cold stare and told me to 
wait IO minutes,” said Mrs. McCarty. 
“ ’There was nobody in front of me 
and I decided to wait. When he saw I 
was prepared to, he screamed at me: 
‘I said IO minutes.’ 
“ That was it. I got the message and 
walked off. Now I tell everyone I’m a 
Canadian.” 
Other Americans tell of similar 
experiences. Taxi drivers suddenly 
can’t speak English. Normally ef­ 
ficient waiters move at a snail’s pace 
when the customer is American. 
The U.S. embassy said it received at 
least 300 calls last weekend from 
Americans complaining of bad treat­ 
ment. None said they had been physi­ 
cally hurt, but sometimes the hostility 
bordered on injury.

Several congressmen 
said foreigners are buying up coal and 
other minerals in dangerous quan­ 
tities. 
—A bill to put a ceiling on federal 
spending through joint White House 
and congressional action was in­ 
troduced by a bipartisan group of 
senators. The bill would hold the 
federal budget to $295 billion for the 
current fiscal year. 
—Ford expressed last-minute ob­ 
jections to proposed changes in the 
Freedom of Information Act but a 
congressional conference committee 
went only part way to meet them.

paul last winter, but government 
experts say they still are a long way 
from being out of the woods. 
The main reason: A report on Aug. 
12 by the Agriculture Department that 
the 1974 corn crop will be sharply less 
than counted on earlier this year. That 
means livestock feed prices will 
continue high through next winter at 
least. 
It also means, according to USDA 
economists, that farmers and feedlot 
operators will think twice about 
restocking pens and that an increasing 
proportion of the nation’s beef will 
come from nonfed cattle, animals 
grazed on pastures or fed less grain. 
George Hoffman, a USDA livestock 
economist, said the lower-grade cattle 
many of them cows culled from 
herds — are coming to market in 
larger numbers this sununer and have 
accounted for a larger share of the 
total beef output. 
In fact, Hoffman told a reporter 
Wednesday, total beef production by 
federally-inspected packing plants in 
July was up 16 per cent from a year 
earlier, according to preliminary 
figures. It also was up from June 
production, he said. 
Meanwhile, production of feedlot 
cattle has gone into a tailspin in recent 
months because of the squeeze on 
profits resulting from low market 
prices for cattle in relation to feed 
costs.

A seven-state survey showed that 
July marketings of feedlot cattle 
dropped IO per cent from a year earlier 
and that the total number of animals 
tieing fed for slaughter as of Aug. I in 
those states was down 23 per cent from 
the same date last year. 


Even so, Hoffman said, there has 
been no shortage of choicegrade beef 
on store counters so far. One reason, 
he said, is the feedlot pipeline ap­ 
parently has enough cattle in it to 
satisfy most consumer wants. 


“ We don’t have a short supply of fed 
beef (from grain-fattened animals) 
yet,” Hoffman said. “ But by fall we 


expect ted beef supplies to begin 
dropping and probably be short of de­ 
mand.” 
The summer drought, a main factor 
in a shortened corn crop this year, also 
has burned up many ranges and 
pastures. In many areas, particularly 
in the Southwest, cattlemen have been 
forced to buy expensive supplemental 
feed or to sell part of their herds. 
If recent breaks in the drought 
improve fall pasture prospects 
significantly, the selloffs could be 
slowed and the cattle kept on grass. In 
that case, USDA experts say market 
prices could rise to around $50 per IOO 
pounds in the fall.

Patients1 Legal Clinic Success 


T01JSD0, Ohio (AP) — For patients 
at the Toledo Mental Health Center, 
the road to recover) often includes a 
stop at Robin Kennedy’s busy three- 
room office. 
Kennedy, 29-year-old attorney and 
law professor, heads a one-of-a-kind 
clinic where patients can go with their 
legal problems. 
“ Solving a patient’s legal hassles 
often contributes to solving his 
psychological problems," said Ken­ 
nedy, who has directed the clinic since 
its creation last September. 
With a staff of eight legal interns 
from the University of Toledo’s law 
college, Kennedy deals with a wide 
range of casework — divorce, custody, 
bankruptcy, debts, wills, social 
security problems. 
“ More than 30 per cent of our cases 
involve commitment or release,” 
Kennedv said. “ There was a woman, 
for instance, an epileptic, whose 
husband had her put away because he 
didn’t want her at home. 
“ There was no good reason for her 
confinement. She wasn’t hurting 


herself or anybody. We represented 
her and got her out." 
Ordinarily, Kennedy said, mental 
patients are not lucky enough to have 
such an advocacy service. 


“ The mental patient is perhaps the 
most legally powerless person in our 
society," he said. 
“ When mental 
patients enter a hospital, especially if 
they are committed for an indefinite 
period, they can be stripped of all their 
rights ... even the right to move about 
as they please." 


Many of them cannot afford legal 
services, Kennedy said. And even if 
they were permitted out of the 
hospital, they would find legal aid 
societies backed up with casework. 
The Mental Health l.egal Clinic, the 
official name of this first project of its 
kind at an Ohio-operated mental health 
facility, offers patients at Toledo a way 
out of this dilemma. 
In nearly a year of operation it has 
handled cases for about 300 of the 
center’s 1,160 patients. 
“ And many more than that number 


have been given advice," Kennedy 
added. 
The clinic’s successes {lave been 
highest in cases dealing with com­ 
mitment, Kennedy said, but there have 
been many lesser victories. 
“ One of our clients was a woman in 
her mid-20s who had signed a $280 note 
and paid a $15 registration fee at an 
employment agency for a job the 
agency referred her to," he said. 
“ Before she could take the job," he 
went on, "she was committed to the 
hospital by a court. But the em­ 
ployment agency still wanted its $280. 
Kennedy said that by negotiating 
with the agency, not only was he able 
to get the note canceled, but the 
agency refunded the $15.
